profeſſion of him in words and ſbew ontwardly, (as the va- 
rious tormaliſts doe) and will not own him to be ſufficient, 
without other helps, to teach them the way of life and fal 
vation, ſhews that they know him not, for if they kne

and ſervices in the old Teſtament; but ye who pretend 
to bꝛ the Diſciples of Chtiſt, have no -Seripture in the 
new Teſtimeat for the upholding of your temple, daily 
ſervices, ceremonies and-traditions ; but all ſuchithings 
teſtified againſt by the holy men, which gave the Scri- 
pttiteforth; ſo that the riſe and foundation of your Reli- 
gion is the imagination and invention of the ſenſuall 
wiſdome, from which wildome the ſecrers of God and 
the true Chriſtian Religion is hid; tie Eternall God of 
power and inflaitwiſdome, if it be his glorious will o- 
pen your eyes, that ye may ſee the vanity of external 
things, which ye feed upon; and bring yon to ſerve him 
in the ſpirit, and to worſhip him in the truth, that 
you my no fonget feed upon datrnall imaginations and 
in ventionꝭ, Hut upon the bread of life, the fu ſtance which 
is the immortal food, whieh refreſhes and noùriſheth the 
ſonl up to life eternall. 442488. 

And all ye forms of Religion under what name or title 
ſoever, ho ſet up teachers amongſt you, and will not 
permĩt any toſpeak in your A ſſemblies, but ſuch as ye 
in your own wills ſet ap ànd appoint, ye are the people 
who heap to your ſelves teachers having Itching ears, 
yd are out ofthe order of the Church in God, whore all 
the members Ra ve liberty to {peak one by one; in the 
diforder and confuſtony Which makes you manifeſt " 
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be of the body of Anti- chriſt, and not of the body of 
Chriſt the true Church; the members of the body of 
Chriſt abide in his doctrine, and follow the example of 
the true Chxiſtians, every particular member having a 
word of exhortation, as they are moved of the Lord, may 
have free libetty to ſpeak in the Saints Aſſembly, accor- 
ding to the order of the Primitive Church, the Church 
in God; but y: who deny the order of the true Church, 
and follow your own ways and imaginations, manifeſt 
your diſorder, and ſhews that ye are out of the true way 
of Cod, the true worſhip of God, in the falſe way, and 
worſhip ye know not what; my wayes ſaith the Lord 
3s not as the way of man, my thoughts as the thoughts 
of man; ſuch as follow their own thoughts, and their 
own imagined wayes goes out of the way of God; the 
true light, is the way of God, and in it the will and 
minde of God is revealed, and the power manifeſted 
which brings the creature into ſubjection, makes ſub- 
ject to the requirings of God; and brings to know the 
true Church the body of Chriſt, and the true and perfect 
order thereof; but this is not a fancy or a naturall light, 
a thought or an imagination; but a croſs to all ſuch things; 
a living divine holy ſubſtantiall principle which mani- 
feſts thoughts, imaginations and inventions, and the 
ground and riſe of them, which is the earthly. ſenſua 
wiſdome.; in gel not knovun nor ſerved; for 
God is light, and in the light and truth is ſerved and 
worſhipped; the children of light, ſerved God in the _ 
ſpirit, and gloriad in Ieſus-Chriſt, and put no confidence Phil, 3. 
in the fleſh, .carnall profeſſors, the upholders of carnall 
Ordinances, Rudiments, Weak and beggerly elements, 
are led hy their flęſhly D e e ſuch ſha- 
Kn e from, the, ſpirit, the ſubſtance 
In W ich is the life, wherein God is ſerved and wor- 
Tipped; in which the Saints in light ſerved God in the 
former ages, in- Sg BRfe but the fleſ Selbe the 
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obſervation of carnal an. becauſe they have their 
riſe and foundation from its imagination; and it glories 
in what it doth invent; but all ſuch glorying is vaine; 
he that glorieth let him glory in the truth, inthe Lord; 
and let no man truſt to the arme of fleſh, nor put confi- 
dence in its imagination, for all that glory in the fleſh; 
their glory will be turned into ſhame and confuſion ; 
Take notice the end of fleſhly glory is confuſion and 
ſhame, and ye who are highly putt up and exalted in 
your fleſhly knowledge and wiſdome, God will*bring 
down and abaſe*and confound \, for no fleſhſhill glory 
in the pure preſence of God; and the poor in ſpirit, the 
meek and lowly in heart, God will raiſe up and exalt o- 
ver all the earth, in this the day of his power, wherein 
he is bringing great and meryelous things to pals, which 
hath not been ſeen in many ages, his on ſheep he will 
gather into his fold, * and them preſei ve by the arme of 
his eternall power, and will ſcatter and conſume the 


Wolves (who have got the Sheeps clothing) and all the 


renting, tearing, ravening and devouring Beaſts, which 
hath rent and torne the Innocent Lambo 
And ye Who be in the fleſh, in the carnall ordinances, 
fly to the Magiſtrates ſword for refuge, which likewiſe 
makes you clearly manifeſt to be out of the truth and true 
way of God; for the trathi'defends'it ſelf, and hath done 
in all ages, it needs not the help of the Magiſtrates [Word, 
neither did eyerthe antieſſt? CHtiſtians, who gave, forth 
the Scripture of truth, ſeek to the Magiſtrates to defend 
them, their weapons were not'carnall they fought with 
but ſpirituall, the ſpirit of truth was their defence, the 
Magiſtrates ſword (or the ou, ward Law; the arme of 
f-th) hath been the'refligeof Anti- chriſt in all Ages ad it 
is at this day, for if any of theferyants of the Lord the trus 
wWorſhippers, who worſhip him in ſpiritandio truth be 
moved of God, to gos into their meeting places (Which 
they call Churches) and in obedience — 
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of God, ſpeak to the Prieſt, 255 word of exhortation to 
the people, then eryes out both rieſt and people haile him 
away, or words to that purpoſe, and calls it diſturbance, (to 

erforme the will of the Lord) and goes to the Magiſtrates 
tor aſſiſtance, and cryes away with him, ſend him to pri- 
ſan or puniſh him; this is the practile of the carnall pro- 
(ellos who uphold the externall Temple and Syna- 
gogues, therefore vie w your diſorder and be aſhamed of 
ſuch groſs and filthy practiſes; for ye Rulers, Prieſts and 
people in Fngland, in theſe late year have outſtript the 
Heathen in many ages, in your cruel] perſecution ; which 
makes the hearts of the righteous ſad, to ſee ſuch fruits 
brought forth in the Nation, where ſo much liberty in 
words and writings is ptoclaimed for Religion, and ho- 
neſt hearted people, by the ſupream in authority; but 
woe, woe, from the Almighty unto yqu, Who make the 
hearts of the innocent (ad, which God hath not made ſad; 
a day of torment, and miſery is coming upon you; where- 
in the righteous ſhall be glad, which ye have made ſad; 
and over the ſmoke of your torment, they ſhal rejoyce, Did 
ever the Primitive Chriſt ians recorded in · the: holy:;$cris; 
caſt into Dungeons any ſort of people, that came into their 
Affe mblies, is not the Heathen, your example, for theſe 
things, who perſecuted and ſhametully entreated and 
murdered the Chriſtians, who could not ſubmit to their 
unrighteous decrees and unreaſonable wills, thew one 
example of cruelty if you can, from the practiſe of Chriſt 
or his Diſciples, it not, number your ſelves amongſt the 
Heathen your example for your cruell perſecutions is 
not cruelty and perſecution, a true marke to know the 
Synagogue of Satan by; from thecbody of Chriſt the 
Church in God? who in all ages hath ſuffered, but never 
perſecuted any, but prayed for their enemies which per- 
ſecuted them, &c, |

12 body of Chriſt, the Church in God meet toge- 
ther, (as the Saints in light did in former ages) upon 
the firſt dayes of the week, and upon other dayes as the 
Lord affords opportunity, and wait upon the Lord in 
his fear and Counſell, and ſerve and worſhip the Lord, 
in the Spirit and in the truth; and doth preach the 
word of truth, the everlaſting Goſpel, and Pray and ex- 
hort one another as they are moved of the Lord, and as 
the holy ſpirit gives utterance; but not in the wiſdome 
of the world which is ſenſuall, but in the pure wiſdome 
and power of God, which by the world is counted foo- 
liſhneſs; And this is the true and onely way of God, the 
true way of worſhip, and order of the body of Chrift, the 
Church of God, as the Scrĩpture of truth doth make ma- 
nifeſt to the underſtanding Reader, and according to the 
doctrine of Chriſt, the order docttine and practiſe of the 
antient holy Chriſtians, which in the Scriptures of truth 
are recorded; who Worſhipped God not in the oldneſs 
of the letter; but nevneſs of ſpirit, which is the new 
and living way, wherein God is and will be ſerved and 
worſbipped. |
